communities. Canada Geese are gent- 
erally considered a migratory species. 
But, if they are from local stock and 
they find a comfortable location with 
plenty of food, they start up a home- 
stead. They basically keep reproduc- 
ing and staying put. 

Some of the solutions are the use of 
specially trained dogs t re the geese 
off or the use of non-toxic chemicals 
that force the geese to forage else- 
where. The state also runs a hunt an- 
nually to cull some of the birds. Cur- 

“rently, this is not an option in Wilm- 
ington. There is an ordinance against 
discharging a forearm in the town. 

The dogs used to remove the geese 
cost up to $3000 including handler. 
The non-toxic chemicals cost $300 a 
gallon and can be applied only during 
a period of calm weather. 

“I understand why the Board of 
Selectmen can't create a temporary 
ordinance to have the animal control 
officer of police destroy the geese. 
These animals are causing us a lot of 

grief. | am most afraid for the children 
in the neighborhood. All this filth is 
going to make them sick,” said Quinn. 

The fact of the matter is the drop- 
pings can cause contamination if it 
finds its way into the water supply. 
The geese flock generally increases 
anywhere from 10 to 15 percent per 
year. 

In the meantime the Frederick 
Drive community dodges piles of 
goose droppings and watches the big 
birds feast on its greenery. “I would 

just like to have my yard back,” said 
Quinn.

LAWRENCE - New information 
confirms that pollution in the 
Shawsheen River persists and that 
more flooding will happen during 
major storm events. Bacteria 
counts three and four times higher 
than the acceptable levels have 
been found. Similar numbers were 
recorded in 1996. 

Over 100 local volunteers who 
are concerned about their River 
have joined with the Merrimack 
River Watershed Council (MRWC) 
to better document these problems 
and work in their communities to 
find solutions. The Council 
organizes and trains Stream Teams 
who ‘collect water and insect 
samples which are analyzed at 
nearby laboratories. The 
information is quickly summarized 
to locate trouble spots and help 
Board of Health and State agencies 
clean up pollution sources.

What should we do? 


Why should towns care? 

WILMINGTON - Communities 
in the Shawsheen Watershed will 
gain more control over solving 
their water related problems. They 
will have opportunities to work 
with other watershed stakeholders 
to define problems and develop 
strategies from a watershed 
perspective. Problem solving will 
engage individual, community,and 
business stakeholders. For 
example, the frequency of 
Shawsheen River flooding will 
increase in concert with land uses 
that accelerate storm water runoff. 
This trend will persist until people 
in the watershed recognize the 
problem and do something about 
it. 

The Shawsheen project helps 
people understand their watershed 
and how changes to it have 
diminished its natural, social and 
economic value. The project 
invites people to participate with 
other stakeholders in identifying 
and implementing corrective 
action. A’ significant benefit for 
communities is that results will 
guide watershed decisions related 
to matters such as grant awards 
and permitting.

ASSISTANCE 


There is new tax help this year for those 
who plan to adopt. People with adjusted 
gross income up to $75,000 can take up to 
‘$5,000 as a tax credit to cover legal fees 
and other costs incurred in adopting achild 
here or overseas. The credit can go to 
‘$6,000 if the child is an American with 
special needs. The tax break can be taken 
before the adoption is final as long as the 
family has custody and the credit can be 
spread over five years of tax returns. The 
credit is phased out for adjusted gross 
income between $75,000 and $115,000. 
Companies can defray expenses to help 
relieve the employee of paying tax on the 
‘$5,000 or $6,000 of income used for adop- 
tion expenses. The adoption-assistance plan 
must be in writing and provided aid on a 
nondiscriminatory basis, but no more than 
five percent of the aid can apply to those 
who own more than 5 percent of the com- 
pany.

tributaries. There are team 
members from each of the 12 
towns in the Shawsheen River 
Watershed, including Wilmington 
and Tewksbury. 

The Teams have found bacteria 
that may indicate poorly treated 
human waste in the River and its 
tributaries. To make things worse, 
fluctuation of water levels during 
storms has increased dramatically 
because so much open land has 
been covered with pavement and 
buildings. This causes the polluted 
water to rapidly move throughout 
the watershed and into upland 
areas not previously accustomed to 
flooding. 

Pollution and flooding will 
continue until the people who live 
in the watershed do something 


about these problems. The 
Merrimack River Watershed 
Council will soon offer 


opportunities for people to do just 
that. 


Who is making it happen? 

The»Merrimack River Watershed 
Council (MRWC) is coordinating 
this Project through a contract 
with the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs (EOEA). 
Additional funds are provided by 
charitable foundations,corporations 
and the U.S. Air Force. The most 
important people in tie process are 
those who live, work, and do 
business in the Shawsheen 
Watershed and are eager to plan 
and implement locally driven 
actions that protect and restore the 
watershed and its water. 

What is the process? 

Project phases include: 1) 
organizing local volunteers to

were carrying mostly rolling stock for 
the invading army, said Manning. 

Manning said MPs reported that a 
French woman in the nearby village of 
St. Marie Du Mont was about to give 
birth and needed help, because all lo- 
cal medical personnel had fled or had 
been killed. 

Seabee unit Doctors Anderson and 
Buckson responded and delivered.the 
baby, said Manning. The mother was 
so happy, that she named her baby girl 
Sea Bee Paule Fouchard, in honor of 
the unit that helped her. 

Manning said that in 1994, Seabee 
Admiral Huffington heard that some 
of the Seabees were going back to 
France for areunion. The admiral con- 
tacted Manning and asked if Manning 
could visit Sea Bee Paule, since she 
had asked to meet someone from the 
unit that had helped at her birth. 

Manning and Cotton visited Sea 
Bee and her husband Monsieur 
Fouchard for eight days. “They were 
absolutely marvelous tous,” said Man- 
ning. Manning added that he and Cot- 
ton would not have known their way 
around, but their hosts took them to the 
World War II battlefields. 

Manning saw what had been called 
Utah beach where he had been during 
the invasion. Manning said that during 
the invasion, there was an 18 feet drop 
inthe tide, and when the tide ran out, 
Manning and another soldier had been 

marooned over night. In the morning, 
while the other Seabee walked along 
the beach, four German ME- 109 fighter 
planes swooped over the beach with 
the sun in back of them so it was hard 
to see the planes and strafed the beach. 
Manning and his compatriot escaped 


harm. Manning recalled that in the 
evening, four ME-109's again strafed 


bb tee the gun- behind them, 
ing ‘tort ‘the’ opposite direction. 
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Manning, where General Patton made 
his break through German lines. Man- 
ning saw St. Lo on his way to Paris, and 
said there was almost nothing left of the 
city after the bombing. However, on his 
return to France in 1994, Manning saw 
the rebuilt city of St. Lo. “To return 
there and see how it is rebuilt now was 
quite a thrill,” observed Manning. 
This past April, Sea Bee Paule 
Fouchard and her husband visited Man- 
ning for two weeks. Manning said they 
loved Boston. They visited Harvard 
Square, and also visited Davisville, 
Rhode Island, where Manning and his 
Seabee outfit had trained before going 
overseas. 
Manning said the state just took over 
the property and it has become an auto 
import statiqn. 
Manning said that when he was in 
training, someone had written “81st, 
1943” on a rock. When he visited 
Davisville recently with the Fouchard’s, 
he found that rock — and the writing 
was still on it!

WILMINGTON - The latest 
information regarding the Health 
Care for senior citizens is going to 
end up, is becoming very 
frightening. Under Medicare and 
our supplemental policy seniors 
were very comfortable. In this 
plan, the elderly are able to select 
their’ doctor and hospital. Seniors 
with low incomes had their 
medical bills paid through the 
Medicaid program. Everyone was

At the beginning of every 
challenge, is a measured amount of 
uncertainty. 

Joe Catanzano and Derek Fuller- 
ton, both 22 and from Wilmington, 
have decided that each challenge 
should have a purpose and not just 
the satisfaction of personal success.

Tt is a fact that some of the better 
13-year-old players in town did 
not sign up for this summer's 
traveling team because of who was 
coaching. The three coaches show 
favoritism as well as being very 
negative towards the kids..I have 


never seen a more depressed and 
down trodden team. I don't know 
whether this comes from the 
coaches being frustrated athletes 
themselves or what? But, at this 
level, in my opinion, the coaches 
should be concentrating more on 
having fun, providing self-esteem 
for every player on that team and 


of course, to teach every kid on 


that team some baseball. None of 


those issues were addressed during 


the season.

The Greater Outdoors 


Not your typical bike ride - 


by Ed Larkin 

Each turn on the pedals causes a 
deep burning in your legs. Every 
breath you take is deep and long. 
Another 100 feet of full pressure 
Pumping gets you to the crest of 
the hill. Over the top of the hill, 
you use the brakes to control the 
downward ride over treacherous 
rocks, broken trees, and loose 
gravel. As you roll down the hill, 
you pitch your body backward and 
forward to maintain a balance over 
every inch of the precipitous 
terrain. 

At. the bottom of the hill, you 
stop to let your heart catch up with 
the rest of your sénses. After a 
moment, you smile and look for 
the next piece of granite to climb 
with your mountain bike. The 
mountain bike changed the way 
people viewed a Sunday bike ride. 
Built for rugged, harsh terrain, the 
mountain bike enables’ the rider to 
penetrate into forest, backwoods, 
and mountain trailways. 

Unlike the slim, lightweight 
European racing bikes, the 
mountain bike is built with thick 
metal tubing, shock absorbers, and 
hefty, cleaved tires. Whereas the 
racer was built to cruise 
effortlessly down smooth, paved 
roads, the mountain bike was built 
for abuse and adventure.

Even if you decide that urban 
cruising is more of your style, a 
modified version of a -mountain 
bike will serve your touring 
demands well. A less aggressive set 
of tires and a bigger saddle will 
ensure a comfortable ride. 

The many variations in mountain 
bike concepts gives the -tider an 
endless number of choices. to fit 
their needs. If you are looking to 
get into hardcore backwoods, 
mountain trail riding, you will 
need a high tech mountain bike 
made from composite metal,with 
racing brake systems and special 
suspension components. 


If you're more of a road warrior 
and an occasional trail rider, 
choose a less high tech model. Pick 
a solid framed, easy shifting, 
double duty model. Take the time 
and think about what you will use 
the bike for most often. Use this to 
determine the type of bike to fit 
your needs. Take your questions to 
one of the many bike shops and ask 
them to outfit you. 

Do not allow them to sell you a 
bike with tons of bells and 
whistles. Do your research. There 
are several good companies 
making moderately priced 
mountain bikes. If you feel you 
need to have the best of the best, be

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prepared to shell out into the 
thousands for the super-duper 
models. 

Ideally, a good all around 
mountain bike should cost in the 
$200-$500 range. Look for the 
more popular manufacturers and 
have the salesperson explain the 
different components and how they 
operate. 

Take the bike for a test ride. 
There are so many designs of 
mountain bikes; make sure you try 
several different models to ensure 
a good fit. Make sure the height of 
the bike matches your height. 
Many bike shops will offer a first 
free tune up to entice you to buy. 
If they don't, ask for the free 
tuneup. Most places will throw it 
in at the time of the sale. 

Some necessary accessories 
include a good helmet, a pair of 
good glasses (to protect your eyes 
from road and trail hazards), anda 
solid locking system. A water 
bottle is a good idea. Most models 
come standard with them. If not, 
see if they will give you one with 
the new bike. 

A brief set of safety tips to keep 
in mind as you develop your riding 
skills: take some time in a safe area 
to get familiar with your bike,

pot Pond in Stoneham 

will be closing its 

almost 100 year history 
of providing water to area com- 
munities but water will still 
come through the pumping sta- 
tion. 

A bypass line is nearing com- 
pletion, and is in the testing 
stage, that will draw the water 
from Norumbega Reservoir in 
Weston and feed it directly to 
the towns of Stoneham and 
Wakefield (which also draws 15 
percent of its water supply from 
Crystal Lake). The high pumps 
that have been constructed will 
bring water to the Bear Hill 
tank, where it will serve parts of 
Winchester and Woburn (which 
is also served by two wells). 

The service to these towns is 
the end of a trip tliat starts in 
the Quabbin Reservoir and 
winds its way to Ware River and 
Wachusetts watersheds. 

There will be no change in 
service to the portions of the 
Lynnfield Water District served 
by the MWRA. 

The reason for all this work 
is better water quality. 

Massachusetts Water Resour- 
ces Authority (MWRA) Execu- 
tive Director Douglas MacDon- 
ald said, “It is entirely outmod- 
ed to have water come from the 
Wachusetts Reservoir, (in the 
western part of the state) sit in 
an open reservoir at Norumbega 
and then sit again in the open at 
Spot Pond.” 

To redress this situation, a 
$48 million project is underway 
that will rebuild the station and 
the water line to Malden and 
Medford. The project also 
includes capping the present 
Middlesex Fells Reservoir in 


. Medford into a tank structure. 


The problem at Spot Pond 


” has always been one of a bitter 


tasting algae. It was thought 
that a project in the 1980s that 
included the complete draining 


of the reservoir and killing the 
weeds would solve the problem.

However, when it was placed 
back on line the bitter taste was 
still apparent. 

Over the past several years, 
the Town of Stoneham has had 
to treat their water with extra 
chlorine as has Wakefield. This 
year, the MWRA has taken over 
the treatment in an attempt to 
kill harmful ecoli bacteria 
before it gets to the community 
water supply. 

As a result of the work that 
has been done, on September 4, 
a 30 day test will start that will 
take Spot Pond off line and it is 
hoped that it will'never go back 
on line again. 

Another savings will be in 
costs as the present pumping 
station has to be manned 24- 
hours a day. The new equipment 
will be monitored by computer 
from Chestnut Hill. 

Because of the history of the 
pumping station, designed by 
the historic Boston firm of 
Shepley, Bullfinch and 
Richardson, great care has been 
taken to preserve the outside of 
the building. 

Records show that the build- 
ing and intake house were built 
at the end of 1899 and the begin: 
ning of 1900 by, the former 


Metropolitan Water Board. That  * 


entily became the Metropolitan 
Water and Sewer Board before 
the operations were taken over 
by the Middlesex District. 
Commission and later the 
MWRA. 

The pumping station suffered 
a roof fire in the mid-1970s but 
no major damage was done to 
the equipment inside. 

In those early days of the 
1900s, a mixture of Cumberland, 
anthracite and anthracite 
screenings coal was purchased 
to operate the engines. They 
were later converted to diesel 
And after World War II, two sub- 
marine diesel engines were pur- 
chased and are still in place 
today. 

These behemoths are the 
back-up for a small electric 
engine that actually provides

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Volunteer to be an advocate 
for elderly in nursing homes:

The state and federally man- 
dated long-term ombudsman 
program provides a way for 
nursing and rest home residents 
to express their concerns’ and 
have their complaint addressed 
The ombudsman program re- 
ceives, investigates and re- 
solves problems so that resi- 
dents can live with dignity and 
respect 

This program also provides 
information to the public 
regarding the process of looking 
for a nursing or rest home, 
including information on admis- 
sions, funding and services. 

Mystic Valley Elder Services 
ombudsmen regularly visit nurs- 
ing and rest home residents in 
the following towns: Everett, 
Malden, Melrose, Medford, 
Reading, North Reading, Stone- 
ham, and Wakefield. However, 
since this program is shared 
with North Shore Elder 
Services, located in Danvers, the 
ombudsmen also monitor and 
have information of nursing and 
rest homes in Danvers, Marble- 
head, Peabody, and Salem. 

If you are investigating a 


facility, outside of the service 
area, the Mystic: Valley Elder. 
Services Information Services 
Department can provide the 
phone number of the proper 
Home Care Corporation Om- 
budsman program for your 
needs. When a resident, family ’ 
member or friend has a com- 
plaint and asks the ombudsman 
to intervene, this person works 
with the resident, ‘amily mem- 
bers and facility staff to resolve 
the problem. If outside resources 
are needed, the ombudsman 
seeks assistance from local 


organizations and agencies, 

If you are interested in the 
needs of nursing and rest home 
residents and are looking for a 
volunteer opportunity, an 
ombudsman receives initial 
training and certification for the 
Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs and meets monthly at’ 
North Shore Elder Services for 
additional training. These posi- 
tions usually require a minimum 
of ten hours per month and vol- 
unteers are reimbursed for 
mileage.

“Winchester is becoming the 
master of master plans,” notes 
the Winchester edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“There are three master 
plans presently in the news, 
including studies on the school 
facilities and Wildwood 


“..the Board of Selectmen 
met with consultants John 
Brown and Larry Bluestone to 
discuss the progress of the 
Planning Board’s master plan. 

“The Planning Board is 
exploring the future growth of 
the triangle area, bounded by 
Main, Washington and Cross 
Streets. ‘This is the area of town 
board members feel has the 
most potential for change and 
growth in the future. 

“The Triangle Area, of all of 
Winchester’s various neighbor- 
hoods, has the greatest potential 
for change in the future, primar- 
ily because of the availability of 
several large undeveloped sites 
and because of the changing 
nature of the region’s economy 
in regard to the viability of con- 
tinued industrial uses,’ the 
report said. 

“In October, John Brown 
Associates, Inc. in association 
with the Bluestone Planning 
Group presented a baseline

“..Brown and Bluestone pre- 
sented a report entitled alterna- 
tives and impacts. 

“Brown noted, ‘The alterna- 
tives presented in this memo- 
randum are not intended as 
short-term solutions, but rather 
long-term visions. Once a pre- 
ferred direction is selected by 
the town, a series of phased 
actions or interventions (such 
as zoning revisions, land acqui- 
sitions, design guidelines formu- 
lation, and infrastructure and 
streetscape improvements) can 
then be defined and implement- 
ed that will collectively lead to 
this preferred future.” 


Future talk 


“With a consensus long-term 


vision defined, specific actions 
can then be taken over a period 
of years that will lead to that 
future; not be contradictory to 
that future, or, at the very least, 
not preclude that future from 
being realized; the report said 
(please see above). 

“Brown highlighted the goals 
of the master plan as being in 
several categories, including 
jiand use, environment, econom- 
ic-fiseal, facilities, transporta- 
tion and cultural. 

“Land use, according to the 
report, includes protecting the 
existing neighborhood scale, 
maintaining moderate housing 
densities near existing homes, 
focus any higher density hous- 
ing on special needs housing 
such as assisted living or senior 
housing, phase out or reduce 
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“Regarding the environment, 
the report urges the town to 
reestablish and enhance the net- 
work of public and open space 
uses along the Aberjona River, 
protect and enhance the historic 
riverway and other historic 
buildings and features, elimi- 
nate pollution (including visual 
pollution), preserve Winches- 
ter’s high value image, and 
reduce the potential for damage 
from periodic flooding of rivers 
and streams. 

“In the area of economics, 
the report recommends the town 
protect the area’s economic and 
tax base, encourage the highest 
and best use of land that is 
available for development while 
considering long-term neighbor- 
hood stability, preserve the high 
value image of Winchester as a 
place to live and work.”

When it’s dry, the wall is ready 
for papering. 

When hanging a wallpaper 
with a t-colored _back- 
ground on a’ dark wall, you 
may be able to see the wall 
where there’s minute misalign- 
ment between seams. Prime 
dark walls with a coat of in- 
expensive white latex primer

Begin your layout by estab- 
lishing vertical guidelines to 
help you position the paper. 
Even with guidelines there’s 
sure to be some misalignment 
between the first and last strip 
of paper you hang. To conceal 
this, lay out your job so you 
start and finish im..an- in- 
conspicuous spot, such as over 
a door, a window or on the 
least conspicuous wall. 


Hold up a roll of paper 
where you want to begin. Make 
a pencil mark equal to the 
paper’s width minus one-half- 
inch. Use a carpenter’s level or 
chalkline to make a vertical 
plumb line through this mark. 

Align the edge of your first 
strip to be ‘allel and about 
one-half- inside the layout 
line. This prevents the line 
from showing through the 
seam, but keeps the paper’s 
edge close enough for accurate 
alignment. 


Don’t cut the first strip y 
measuring it. Take the rol 
over to the wall and unroll 


enough paper to reach from the 
floor to the ceiling. Hold the 
paper in place at the ceiling 
and move it up and down so 
you have a complete pattern at 
the top (if your paper’s pattern 
requires alignment). 

Make a light pencil mark on 
the paper at the ceiling. Then, 
measure down from the ceiling, 
and mark the distance that the 
wall is high. Add 2 inches to 
this measurement for trim at 
the bottom. Make a small cut 
with a pair of scissors, fold 
across pal at the cut, 
then use the fold as a guideline 
to cut the strip. Test fit this 
strip. 

To cut the second strip, un- 
roll the paper and lay it next to 
the first strip. Move up the 
paper until the pattern matches 
(the wasted paper should al- 
ways be at the top of the roll). 
Cut the paper so it’s 2 inches 
longer at the bottom, lea’ 
some paper to trim at both ceil- 
ing and baseboard. Avoid cut- 
ting a large batch of strips un- 
til you've tested a few pieces of
